As for 
thoſe which they affirme to be like acrofle, and there- 
fore tearme them by the name of the (refers , they are 
none other then thoſe which are inthe hinder feete of 
the Centaure : ſo that we may well ſay this, that there 
haue not beene any more obſerued, were it not that 
one exception might be alleadged, concerning a ſtrãge 
ſtarre which appeared in the yeare of our Lord 1 572. 
in the backe of Caſsiopeia, and continued almoſt two 
yeares, that is, vnto yeare 1574. in which yeare it 
vaniſhed away. That ſtarre a ppeared of ſo great a big- 
neſſe and light at the frft, that it ſeemed to exceede the 
Euening ſtarre: but within certaine moneths it did ſo 
diminiſh, that ĩt was iudged to be but equall to the Pole 
ſtarre: in that quantitie it continued vnto the ende. It 
was a thing molt ſtrange and wonderfull, whereby the 
wittes of many men were ſet on worke. Some men 
thought it to be in the firmament wherein the reſt of 
the fixed ſtarres are, but they ſaide it was not any ne we 
ſtarte, but onely one of thoſe thirteen! which boys age 
of all Aſtronomers are aſeribed to Cassiopeia 
cauſey hy it ſeemed greater, faide they, a op ph | 
exhalation comming atthat time betweene our fight 
andi it, 3 1 of the Aire: and 1 
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ſight and it, it ſeemed at that time to be ſo great, that it 
was accounted of all men to be a new ſtarre. To con- 
dude, others denied it to be in the firmament, and ther- 
fore indged it not to be a ſtarre, but a comet ingendred 
in the vpper region of the aite. None of theſe opinions 
ſeemed true to the beſt Aſtronomers, For firſt, they 
found it out for certaintie, that there were 13. ſtarres in 
Caſsiopeia beſides this. Secondly, if the exhalation 
whereof they talke was ſo great as they ſayd it was, that 
it made the ſtar to blaze both in England, France, Ger- 


manie, Italie, and Spaine, howe came it to paſſe, that it 


ſhould make that ſtarre alone to blaze, and none other in 
the conſtellation of Caſsiopeia2 Thirdly, it appearetk 
by this, that it was no comet, in that the chiefeſt Aſtrono- 
mers alwayes noted this ſtarre to haue one and the ſame 


ſituation with the reſt of the ſtarres next adioyning vnto 


it, without any diuerſitie either in time, or place. For as 


it was placed at the firſt with the other ſtarres, ſo was it | 


pond afterwards continually, and ſo it appeared to vs 
ere in England, and to them in France, Germanie, or 
els where. Which thing being ſo, wee may well affirme 
thatit was not in the vppermoſt region of the ayre, 
where other comets are ingendred, but that it was at the 


leaſt aboue the moone. For no tomet at any time hath - 
beene ſeene in diuers regions vnder one and the ſame 


part of heauenʒ where as this ſtarre appeared alwayes in 
and vnder one place: ſo that it could not bee a comet.

ellation; It is alſo called Felice miner, becauſe of the 
ſmal teuolution, which it maketh round about the pole: 
or rather of Elice, a tow ne in Arcadia, wherein Celyfo, 
which is the great geare, and mother to the leſſer Bcare, 

was bredde . It is alſo called cyneſura, becauſe this con- 
ſtellation though it carrie the name of a Beare, yet it 
hath the taile of a Dogge. Laſt of all, it is tearmed ꝓhæ- 
nice, becauſe that Thales, who firſt gaue the name to this 
conſtellation, was a phænician: And therefore the Phæ- 
nicians being taught how to vſe it in their nauigations, 
did call it by the name of the Countrey wherein Thales 
was borne. It conſiſteth of ſeuen — the La- 
tines call Septentrio nes, becauſe by their continuall mo- 
tion, thoſe ſeuen ſtarres doe weare the heauens. The 


Spaniards call them all B. ſua, that is, an Horne, becauſe 


they may be brought verie well into that forme ,where- 
of that which is in the ende of the taile, is called the Pole 
ſtarre, by reaſon of the neareneſſe therof vnto the Pole 
of the worlde. For it is diſtant from the Pole, according 
to ſome, 4. degrees, 9, minutes: according to othet 
ſome, and as I finde it by calculation, 3. degrees, 30. mi.

vhereof thus the fable. The riuer Vila ſwelling 
aboue his bankes, ouerflowed the countrey of Egypt. 
After the fall whereof, there were left in the fields diuers 
kindes of liuing things, and amongſt the reſt a Tertiſe. 
Mercurie, after the fleſh therof was columed, the finewes 
Killremaining,found the ſame,and ſtriking i it, he made 
it yeeld a certaine ſound, Whereupon he made an Harpe 
like vnto it, hauing three ſtrings, and gaue it vnto 0rphens 
the ſonne of Calle. This Harpe was of ſuch excellent 
ſound, that trees, ſtones, foules, and wilde beaſtes were 
ſaid to folow the ſound thereof. After ſuch time there- 
was ſlaine by the women of Thrace, the 
. Muſes by the good leaue of Jupiter, and at therequeſt 
of Apollo, — this Harpe in heauen. Nouidius will 
hane it to bee the Harpe of Pauid, whereby hee paci- 
- fied che euill ſpirit of Saul. This conſtellation vas after- 


wales called Tuliur cadeus, the falling Grype: and Fal- 
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bd. — called of che 

ct Idæat Adigege: It — ſtarres. Of this con · 
1 Poets fable in this maner; Twprrer being o- 
uertaken with the loue of Leda, the wife of Tyndarm king 
of ochalia, and knowing no honeſter way to accompiſh 
his defire; venus to turne herſelfe into an Egle, 
and himſelſe he turned into the ſhapeofaSwanne, Fly- 
ing therefore from the Egle as from his naturall enemie 
that earneſtiy purſued him, he lighted of purpoſe in the 
lappe of Zeds,and,as | it were for his more ſafetie, crept 
into hir boſome.

r. commaunded the 
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0's: that is, the Birde : others call it Y»lrur volens, the 
flying Gripe : It is alſo called Galina, the Henne. Vnto 
this conſtellation do belong two vnformed ſtarres. 

The tenth is Cſuepeia, She conſiſteth of 13. ſtarres. 
This was the wife of Cephews, and mother of Andromeda, 
home perſeus married, and for his ſake was tranſla- 
ted into heauen, as ſome write. Others ſay, that her 
beautie being ſingular, ſne waxed ſo proud, that ſhe pre- 
ferred herſelfe before the Vereides, which were the nym- ö 
phes of the ſea: For the which cauſe, vnto her diſgrace, 
and the example of all others, that in the pride of their 
hearts would aduauce themſelues aboue their betters, 
ſhe was placed in the heauen with her head as it were 
downeward,ſo that in the reuolution of the heauen the 
ſeemeth to be carried headlong. 

The 11. is Per/ews, He hath 26. ſtarres. This was the 
ſonne of Jupiter, whom he in the likeneſſe of. a golden 
ſhower, begat vpon Dauae the daughter of Teriſius. This 
Perſem comming vnto mans eſtate, and being furniſhed 
with the ſword, hat, and wings of his brother atercurie, 
and the ſhield of his ſiſter Atineru a, was ſent by his ſoſter 
father Poly dect᷑es, to kill the monſter Aeduſa, whome he 
flue, and cutting off her head, caried it away with him. 
Bur as he haſtened homeward, flying in the aire he ſpied 
Andromeds, the daughter of Cepheus and Caſtiopeia, for 
the pride of her mother bounde with a chaine vnto 2 
rocke, by he ſea ſide, there to be deuoured of a Whale. 
Perſe tal ng notice and pitie of the caſe, vndertooke 
It with the monſter, vpon condition that Andro- 

might be his wife. To be ſhort, he deliuered an- 
ennie, married ber, and returning homeward ynto the 
le of Ser:pbus , he found there his grandfather Acr/owe, 
whom. by miſchaunce and vnaduiſedly hee ſlue with a 
quoyte (or as quid tegorteth v ith the fight of the 1 — 
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father, But after wardes vnderſtanding whom hee had 
flaine,he pined away through extreme ſorrow. Where- 
vpon Tupiter his father pitying his griefe, tooke him vp 
into heauen,and there placed him in that forme wherein 
he ouercame Meduſa, with his{wordin the one hande, 

the head of tedeſa in the other, and the wings of ter- 
curie at his heeles, This conſtellation, becauſe of the yn- 
tuckineſſe thereof, i is called by the Aſtrologers Cacode- 
that is, vnluckie, or vnfortunate. For, as they ſay, 
they baus obſerued it, that vhoſoeuer is borne ynder 
this conſtellation hauing an euill aſpect, ſhall be ſtricken 
with the ſword, or looſe his head. Nouidius ſaith , that 
it is Dauid with Gelieh his head in the one hand, and his 
ſword in the other. The ynformed ſtars belonging vnto 
this conſtellation, are three. 

The 12. oonſtellation is Awrige, the Wagoner, or 
Cater: he conſiſteth of 1 4.ſtarres. The Arabians call 
him. Alaiot: the Greekes — that is, a man hol - 
„ ee his hand, and ſo is he ſet forth in my He- 

iſpheres. Bratoſſenes affirmeth him to be Eridtbinius 
king of Athens, the ſonne of Vulcane: who hauing moſt 
deformed feete, deuiſed firſt the vſe of the wagon or cha- 
rot, and ioyned horſes together to drawe the ſame, to 
W etegrrberIn, hee might the better con- 
deale his deformities. For which can Inpirer tranſlated 
Others ſay y that i it was ellrphen that rode on

© Noundine would haue it to 
the prophet, who was taken p into heauen in a 
ariot. In this conſtellation, there are two other 
jar conſtellations to be noted, vhereof the one 
but of one ſtarre alone, which is in the left 
ſhoulder 
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3s of auriga, and is called Aircus, or Capra, the 


Gaate, the Arabians call it a/bazer : the other conſiſtet 
of two little ſtarres, a little beneath the former ſtan- 

ing, as it were in the hande of Awrige . This conſtel- 
lation s called Ai, the Kiaddes. The tale is thus: Saturn 
(as you heard before) had receiued by Oracle, that one 
ol his ſonnes ſhoulde put him out of his kingdome: 
whereupon he determined · to deuoure them all, Op- 
by ſtealth conueyed away Iupiter, and ſent him vnto 
Meliſſus king of Creete, to be nouriſned. Meliſſus ha- 
uing two daughters, Amalthæs and Meliſſa, committed 
Inpiter vnto their nourſerie. Amalthes had a Goate 
that gaue ſucke vnto wo Kiddes , ſy that by the milke 
of this Goate ſhe no1riſhed Jupiter Key well. To requite 
this her care and courteſie, Iupiter, after that he had put 
his father out of the kingdome, tranſlated her Goate, & 
the two Kiddes into heauen, and in remembrance of 
the Nourſe, the Goate is called cara Amalthæa. Noui- 
dius ſaith , that when Chriſt was borne, and his birth by 
the Angels made manifeſt vnto the Shepheards, one of 
them brought with him for a preſent, a Goate and two 
young Kiddes, which in token of his good will, were 
placed in heauen. 

Ihe thirteenth is ophinchus, or Serpentarius , that is, 
theSerpent-bearer, This conſtellation hath no proper 
name, but is th is intituled , becauſe hee holdeth a Ser- 
pentin his handes . It conteineth twenty foure ſtarres. 
Some ſay that it is Hercules, and reporte the tale in this 
manner. Iuno being a great enemie vnto Hercules, ſent 
two Snakes to kill him as he lay ſleeping in his cradle. 
But Hereules being a luſtie childe (for Jupiter had ſpent 
twodayes in begetting him) without much a doe ſtran- 
gled them both. In memoriall of ſo ſtrange an euent, 
Iupiter placed him in the heauen , with a Serpent in his 
S8. f 
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I Thevſe of the Celeſtiall 
Others thinking it much that Hercules ſhoulde bee 
thruſt into ſo many places of heauen, ſay that it is not 
he, but Eſculapius the ſonne of. Apollo, moſt famous for 
the cunning that he had in phyſick, which was ſo great, 
that for the ſame he was accounted a God: the tale go- 
eth thus: After that Zippolytus was torne in peeces by his 
owne horſes, Diana (of whom for his chaſtitie & other 
vertues he was entirely beloued) greatly agreeued with 
the miſchance,craued the help of her Nephew Æſcula- 
pins. He condeſcended to the requeſt of his Aunt,and 
reſtored #:ppolyrvs'ynto his life againe. The Deſtinies 
hereat greatly offended, and fearing leaſt their power 
ſhoulde be leſſe eſteemed, if men might ſo eaſilie reco- 
uer life, complayned vnto Iupiter, who in his furie flew 
EÆſculapius with a thunderbolt. . Apollo the father of £/- 
culapiur, tooke the matter hainouſlic : But Jupiter, to 
paciſie him, tranſlated his ſonne into heauen . Nowidins 
will needes haue it to be Paul the Apoſtle with the viper 
which he ſhook off his hand into the fire, after hee had 
by ſhipwrack been caſt vpon the Iſle of aralta: Alls 28. 
The vnformed ſtarres of this conſtellation, are ſiue. 
The fourteenth is Serpens , the Serpent of ophiuchus, 
which conſiſteth of 18, ſtarres , Some ſay it is one of 
0 the Serpents that ſhoulde haue ſlaine Hercules in his cra- 
_— dle. Nomad ſaith it is the viper that bitte Paul by the 
4 hande, Others deliuer the tale in theſe wordes: Glau- a 
eus the ſonne of Mines, king of Crete, was by misfor- 
tune drowned in a barrel of hony. At inos his father cra- 
ued the f EÆſculapius the phiſition: and that hee 
might perforce be driuen to help the childe, he ſhut him 
vp in a ſecreate place, together with the dead carcaſſe. 
Whiles Eſculapius ſtood in a great maze with himſelfe, 
what were beſt to be done, vpon a ſodaine there came a 
ſerpent cree N him, the which ſerpent hee 
ewe with the ſtaffethar he had in his hande. Cir 
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After this there came in another Serpent, bringing 
in his mouth a certaine hearbe, which he laid vpon the 
head of the dead Serpent, whereby he reſtored him vnto 
life againe.

ius was placed in heauen, as was mentioned before, 
the Serpent was alſo placed there with him. 
The 15. is Sagitta, or Telum: the Arrowe, or Dart. 
This was that arrow wherewith Hercules ſlue the Eagle, 
or Grype, that fed ypon the liuer of Promerbew, being 
tied with chaines to the top of mount Cavce/iw, and in 
memoriall of that deede, was tranſlated into heauen. O- 
thers will haue it to be one of thoſe arrowes which Hen 
cules at his death gaue vnto PhiloFetes , vpon which the 
deſtinie of Troie did depend. The whole conſtellation 
conteineth 5. ſtarres. 
The 16. is Aquila, tho Eagle, which is alſo called ul - 
tur volans, the flying Grype: it hath in it . ſtarres. The 
Poeticall reaſon of this conſtcllation is this: that Jupiter 
— — the forme of an Eagle, tooke Gany= 
medes the Troian boy, who he greatly loued, vp into hea» 
nen, and therefore in ſigne thereof ( becauſe by that 
meanes he performed his purpoſe) he placed the figure 
of the Eagle in the heauen. There belong vnto this con- 
ſtellation 6. ſtarres, before time vnformed, but nowe 
brought into the conſtellation of. antinous. But where- 
n that name ſhould come Ino not, except it were 
lat ſome man deuiſed it there, to currie fauour with the 
Emperor Adrian who loued one Antinaus Bithywow ſo 
well, that hee builded a Temęle .in his honour at A

The 17. is Belabines, the Dolphin : it conteineth 10, 
ſtarres. Vet ouid in his ſecond booke de Fafts ſayth; that 
it hath but g. Neither did the auncient Aſtronomers at 
ibute vnto it any more, according to the number 24 
2 the. 
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che Muſes, becauſe of all other fiſhes the Dolphin ſpeci- 
ally is ſaid to be delighted with muſicke. The 5 go- 
= thus concerning this conſtellation, When Neptune 
the God of the Sea greatly deſired to match with am- 
phitrice, ſhe being verie modeſt and ſhamefaſt, hid her 
ſelfe. Whereupon he ſent many meſſengers to ſeeke her 
out, among whom the Dolphin by his good happedid 

firſt find her , and perſwaded her alſo to match with 

Neptune, For which his good and truſtie ſeruice Neptune 

placed him in heauen. 

There is alſo another tale concerning this matter, 
and that is the hiſtorie of Arion. This man being in his 
time ſingular fot handling of the lute, was for his cun- 
ning ſent for into Italie, where in a ſhort ſpace, he gathe- 
redtogether great ſubſtance: and ſayling homewarde 
vnto Zeſbos, the mariners who were priuie to his riches, 
conſpired to kill him, Which thing Arion perceiuing, 
rer them earneſtly, that before they woulde put 
him to death, he might play one fit of mirth. They con- 
diſcended vnto his requeſt: Arion therefore playing on 
his Inſtrument, through the ſweetneſſe of his muſicke, 
prouoked a Dolphin to drawe nigh vnto the ſhippe: .4- 
rion eſpied the Dolphin, and caſting himſelfe immedi- 
ately ouer boord, was receiued by the fiſh, who vpon 
his backe brought him ſafe vnto the ſhore. - This thin 
pleaſed Iupiter ſo well, that in recompence of his — 
and gentle nature, he placed him in heauen. 

Others ſay; that when Bacchus had transformed the 
marinersthat would haue betraied him into Dolphins, 
he vf them in heauen, that it might be a leſ- 
ſon for others to take heede how they caried any man 


out of! + coatrarie both to his deſire, and their 
owner Nouidius referreth this conſtellation vnto 
re parry wy tones from drowning. 
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of foure ſtarres. This conſtellation is named almoſt of 
no writer, ſauing Prolomee and Alfinſus who followeth- 
Ptelomee, and therefore no certain tale or hiſtorie is de- 
liuered thereof, by what meanes it came into heauen. 

The 19. is Equus alatus, the winged horſe, or pegaſiu, 
which conteineth 20. ſtarres. Vet C24 3. Faſl.ſaith that it 
hath but 15. This horſe was bred of the blood of te- 
duſa, after that Perſeus had cut off hir head, and was af- 
terward taken and tamed by Bellerophon whiles he drank 
of the riuer Pirene by;Coryuth , and was vſed by him in 
the conqueſt of Chimers. After which exploit, Bellerophon 
being wearie of theſe carthly affaires, endeuoured to flie 
vp into heauen: But being amazed in his flight, by caſting 
his eyes dow newarde to the earth, he fell from his horſe. 
Peg aſes notwithſtanding continuing his courſe (as the 


feigne) entered into heauen, and there obteined a place 


among the other conſtellations. 


The 20 is. Andromeda: the conſiſteth of 23. ſtarres: 
but one of them is common, both vnto her and Pegaſs. 


This was the daughter of Cephew and Caſſiepeia, and the 


wife of perſeus: the reaſon why Ainerua, or Jupiter pla- 
ced her in the heauens, is before expreſſed. Nouidius re- 
ferreth this conſtellation vnto A lerandra the virgin, 
whom. George through the good helpe of his horſe, de- 
liuered from the Dragon. 

The 2 1. is Triangulum, the Triangle, called alſo Del- 
taton, becauſe it is like the fourth letter in the Greeke Al- 
phabet, made in this maner a which they call Pelta, it 
conſiſteth of foure ſtarres. They ſay that it was placed 
in the heauen by Mercurie, that thereby the head of the 
Ramme might be the better knowne. Others ſay that 


it was placed there in honour of the Geometricians, a- 
mong whom the Triangle is of no ſmall importance. O-

This was tranſlated into the heauen in memo- 
riall of the rape committed by Jupiter vpon Europa the 
daughter of Agenor king of Sidon, whom Jupiter ſtole a- 
way in the likeneſſe of a white Bull, and tranſported her 
into Candie. Others ſay, that it was I., the daughter of 
Inachus, whom Jupiter loued, and turned her into the ſi- 
militude of a Cow, to the intent that uno comming vpõ 
him at vnwares, ſhould not perceiue what a part he had 
plaied. Iupiter afterwarde in memoriall of his craftie 
coueyance,placed that figure in heauen. The reaſon why 
the Poets name not certainly whether it be a Cowe or 
a Bull, is becauſe it wanteth the hinder partes, yet of the 
moſt of them it is termed a Bull. Nouidius ſayth that it 
was the Oxe which ſtoode together with the Aſſe at the 
manger in the ſtable where Chriſt was borne , But whe- 
ther there were any Oxe there, or no, I know not how he 
will proue it. In the backe of the Bull there are cer taine 
litle ſtars ſtanding in a cluſter, which we do cõmonly cal 
by the name of the y. ſtarres, although there can hardly be 
diſcerned any more the ſixe. Theſe are reported to be the 
ſeuen daughters of Atla, called 4:lannder, whereof ſixe 
had companie with immortall Gods, but the ſeuenth 
whoſe name was Ar erepe, being maried vnto Sihpbue, a 
mortall man, did therefore withdraw and hide herſelſe, 
as being aſhamed that ſhe was not ſo fortunate in mat 
ching herſelfe as her ſiſters were, Vet ſome ſay that that 
ſtarre which is wanting» is Electra the eldeſt daughter of 
Atlas, & that therefore it is ſo dimme, becauſe ſhe could 
not abide to behold the deſtruction of Troy, but at that 
time and euer ſince ſhe hid her face. ö

Moreouer, there are ſiue ſtarres in the face of the 
Bull, repreſenting the Romane letter V. whereof one 
whichis the is called the Buls eie. They be called 
Hades, and were allo the daughters of Atlas, who ſo 
long be wailed the death of their brother Has, ſaine by

though afterwardes by leauing out the ſeoond letter, he 
bas cher Orton', At ſuch time therefore as hee was 
in heaven, this loud was ioyned harde vnto his 
celes, and the Oxe hide whereinto the Gods did pull 
was ſet in his left hand, in memoriall of his ofsprin 

The fourth is Tepus, the Hare, which canſiltethe of 12. 
Rarres. This conſtellation was placed in heauen, be- 
tweene the legges of orion, to ſigniſie the great delight 
in hunting, v hereunto in bis life time he was addicted. 
But others thinking it a frivolous thing to ſay, that ſo 
notable a fellow as orion, voulde trouble himſelfe with 
ſoſmall and timerous a beaſt as the Hare, they tell the 
pate i in this manner, 

In times paſt there was not an Hare to be founde in 
wwe le Leros: a certaine youth therefore of that Ilande, 
1 and deſirous of that kinde of beaſt, brought with 

om another Countrey there about, an Hare great 
with young. Which when ſhe had brought foorth, they 
in time became ſo acceptable vnto the other Countrie- 
men; thateuery one almoſt deſired to haue and leepe a 
Hare. By reaſon whereof, within a ſhorte ſpace after, the 
number of them grewe to be ſo great, that the whole I 
land became full of Hares , ſo that their maſters were 
not en to finde them meate: Wh the Hares 
foorth into their ficldes, deudoured theit 
L Wherefore the Inhabitants being bitten with 
hunger; ĩoyned together witli one conſent and nas 
uch a doe) deſtroyed the Hares. 
- lwpitertherefore — conſtellation in heauen 
well to expteſſe the a fearefulneſſe of the 
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beaſt; as alſo to 'teach'menthislefſon , that there is 
nothing ſo much to bee deſired in this life, but that 
at one time ox other, it bringeth with it more greef 
then pleaſure , Some ſay that ĩt was placed in heauen at 
the requeſt of ., Who was greatly delighted 
with hunting the Hare. | 

The fifte is canit maior, the greater dogge, which hath 
accounted in his conſtellation eighteene ſtarres. It'is 
called Sirius Canis, becauſe he cauſeth amighty drought 
by reaſon of his heate. This is that conſtellation that 
giueth the name vnto the Canicular, or Dogge dayes, 
whoſe beginning and ende is not in all places all alike, 
but hath a difference according to the Countrey and 
time: As in the time of Hippecrates the Phiſitian, who 
lined before the time of Chriſt, foure hundred yearcs, 
The Canicular dayes began the 13-or 1 4. of Iulie In the 
time of Auicenna the Spaniard, who liued in the yeare 
of our Lord 1 100. the Canicular dayes began the 15. 16. 
or 17. of luly. In our Countrey they began about Saint 
Iames tide, but we vſe to account them from the ſixt of 
Iulie to the ſeuenteene of Auguſt, whichis the time 
wherein the Sunne beginneth to come neere vnto, and 
to departe from this conſtellation, 

Nowdins will haue it referred vnto Tabia: Dogge 
which may very well be, becauſe hee hath a tayle; and 
Tobias Dogge had one, as a certaine good fellow ſome - 
times concluded: becauſeit is written that Tabie his dog 
fawnde vpon his 'maſter, therefore it is to be noted, 
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E ¶ Fhefixtis chi miner, the leſſer Dogge, which of 
the Grerkes is called Procyon, of the Latines Antecanie, 
and conteineth but two ſtarres, Some ſay that this alſo 
vas one of orion: Dogges. Others rather affirme it 
to he Mera, the Dogge of Erigene, or rather of Icarim 
her father, of whom mention was made in the conſtel- 
lation of Bootes, and Virg.. This Dogge, for meere loue 
that he bare his maſter being ſlain, as is aforeſaid; threw 
himſelfe headlong into the riuer Amgęrus, but was after · 
wards tranſlated into the heauen with Erigene. Among 
the Poetes there is great diſſention, which of the two 
ſhould be the Dogge of Erigone, ſome ſaying one, and 
ſome another,and therefore they doe many times take 
the one for the other. 2 
he ſeuenth is Arge naui, the ſhippe Arge, which 
comprehendeth 41. ſtarres. This is the ſhippe wherein 
ys did fetch the golden fleece from Colchrs, which was 
terward placed in heauen as a memerandũ, not onely of 
that great voyage, but alſo becauſe, as ſome will haue it, 
it was the firſt ſhippe wherein any man ſailed. The rea- 
ſon that they yeeld why this ſhippe is not-made whole 
is, that thereby men might be put in minde not to de- 
ſpaire, albeit that their ſhippe in ſome parte miſcarie 
now and then. Some auouch it to be the Arke of Noe. No- 
uidius ſayth it is the ſhippe wherein the Apoſtles were 
when Chriſt appeared vnto them, walking on the Sea. 
In one of the Oares of this ſnippe, there is a great ſtarre 
called canelus, or Canepus, which the Arabians call Shel, 
as it were, a Bonefire,becauſe of the greatnes thereof. It 
is not ſeene in Italie, nor in any countrie on this fide of 
Italie. Same ſay that Canobus the maſter of Merelaus his 
ſhippe, was transformed into this ſtarre. 
he eight is Aydra, the Hydre, which hath 25. ſtarres, 
and two vnformed. | 
he ninth is Crater, the Cuppe, or ſtanding peete, 
5 L2 which. 
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taught Eſeulapia phyſicke, vnto Hercules he read Aſtro- 
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this was the 
Cuppe wherein Togathon, that is, the chiefe God, min- 
gled the ſtuffe whereof he made the ſoules of men, 
- -- Thetenthis: Coruns, the Crowe, which hath ſenen 
ſtarres. Theſe three conſtellations are to be ioyned toge- 
ther becauſc they depend all vpon one hiſtorie, which 
is this: Vpon a time Apollo made a ſolemne feaſt to Iu- 


piter, and wanting water to ſerue his turne, hee deliue- 


ted a Cuppe or ſtanding peece to the Crowe (the birde 
wherein he chiefly delighted) and ſent him to fetch wa- 
ter therein. Ihe Crowe flying toward the riuer , eſpyed 
a figge tree, the fruit whereof was not yet ripe. Forget- 
ting therefore the meſſage whereon he was ſent, he went 
to the figge tree, fellin hand with the figges, and abode 
there vntill they were ripe, In the end when he had fed 
his fill of them, & had fatiſhed his longing, he bethought 
himſelfe at the laſt of his errand, and by reaſon of his 
long delay, fearing a checke, he caught vp a ſnake in his 
bill, brought it to Apollo, and tolde him that the ſnake 
would not let him fill the cuppe with water. Apoll- ſee- 
ing the impudencie of the bird, gaue him this gift , that 
as long as the figs were not ripe vpon the tree, ſo long 
he ſhould neuer drinke, and for a memoriall of the ſilie 
excuſe that he made, he placed both the Crow, the Cup, 
and the Snake in heauen. Neuidiu will haue the Cuppe 
to be the Chalice, which, as the Papiſts ſay, the Angels 
ſhewed vnto Chriſt, in the Garden a little before his paſ- 
ſion. The Crow, he repreſenteth to that crowe which 
Naah ſent out of the Arke, to fee whether the waters 
were fallen from the face of the earth, or no. | 
The 11. is ceataums, the Centaure , which compre- 


hendeth 35. ſtarres. Some ſay that this is Typhon : O- 


thers call him chiron, the ſchoolemaiſter of thoſe three 
excellent men, Hercules, Achilles, and Eſculapim. Hee 
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Res lobe in Plano, 29 
nomie, trained vp. Achilles in Muſicke , and for his vp- 

eſſe of life, was turned into this conſtellation : yet 

Virgile calleth Sagittarius by the name of Chiron, as was 

ſaid before. In the hinder feete of this conſtellation, 

choſe Rarres are ſet which are called the Croſiers, a ppea- 
ring to the mariners as they ſaile towarde the South ſea, 
in the forme of a Croſſe, wherevpon they haue their 
name. The foure ſtarres which are in the garniſh of the 
Centaures ſpeare, are accounted by Preclus, as a peculiar 
conſtellation, and are called by him Thyrſilochus, which, 
was a ſpeare compaſſed about with Vine leaues: But 
they are called by Cepernicus, and Claums, and other A- 
ſtronomers, The ſtarres of his target. It ſhoulde ſeeme 
that they were deceiued by the olde tranſlation of Pro- 

lumes, herein Scutum is put for Halta, that is, the Target 

for the Speare, as it is well noted by our Countrey- 

man R. Kecorde, in his Booke intituled the Caſtell of 

knowledge. 

The 12. is Lupus, the Wolfe, or the beaſt which the 
Centaure holdeth in his hand, and conteineth 19. ſtarres. 
The Poeticall reaſon is this: that Chiron the Centaure, 
being a iuſt man, was greatly giuen to the worſhip of the 
Gods:which thing that it might be notified ynto all po- 
ſteritie, therefore placed they him by this beaſt which he 
ſeemeth to ſticke, and to thruſt through with his ſpeate, 
as it were readie to kill it for a ſacrifice. 

The 13. is Ara, the Alter, which is. alſo called Lr, 
or Thuribulum, that is, a Chimney with the fire, or a Cen- 
ſer. It conſiſteth of ſeuen ſtarres, and is by ſome Poets 
affirmed to bee the Altar, whęreon the Centaure was 
wont to offer vp his ſacrifice. But others tell the tale 
thus: When as the great Giants called the Titans, labored 
1 as much as might be to pull Iupiter out of heauen, the 

Gods thought it good to lay their heades together, to 
e aduiſe what was beſt to be done. Their concluſion was 
V<R3Þ 34 L3 this, 
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andthere ſw are, that with 
they would withſtand their enemies. After- 

wards hauing gotten the victorie, it pleaſed the to place 
this Altar in heauen, as a memoxiall of their league, and 
a token of that good which vnitie doth breed. 

The 141SCorona Auſtrina, the South garland, which 
hath 13 ſtars, Some ſay that it is ſome trifling garland, 
which Seg:ttaraw was wont to weare, but he caſt it away 
from him in ĩeaſt, and therefore it was placed betweene 
his legges. Others call it the vheele of Ixion, whereupon 
he was torinẽted for that great curteſie which he would 
haue offered vnto Juno, thinking in deede to haue gotten 
yp her bellie. But Jupiter Tecing the inſolencie of the 
man, tumbled him out of heauen (where by the licence 
of the Gods he was fometimes admitted a gueſt) done 
into hell, there to bee continually tormented vpon a 
* F ueele. The figure of which wheelc was afterwards pla- 
I ced in heauen,to teach men to take heede, howe they be 
. ſo ſavcie, to make ſuch courteous profers vnto other 
folkes wines. The Greekes call this conſtellation by the 
name of Franiſcus, becauſe of the figurethereof, For it 
repreſenteth the palate or roofe of the mouth, which 
they call Vraniſcus. TE 27
